And this is easily 
plained in that I know that in all fair- 
ness His Honor should not be criti- 
cized or condemned for his action in 
this case. The honorable jurors did 
what, in their opinion, was correct, and 
for that 1 respect them, but to one 
who spends his time in court, who ts 
familiar with evidence, &c., the verdict 
in the case in question could not seem 
other than a miscarriage of justice. All! 
of us are human and to err is natural, 
but I could not sit silently by and per- 
mit so fair and impartial a judge as 
Gus A. Schuldt to be publicly con- 
demned without rising to his defense 
when I had Knowledge of facts which 
could exonerate him in the eyes of his 
most bitter enemies.”

Protection of Children From 
Vices of Age Is Urged by 
Bishop at Chapel Service. 


This is the most dissatisfied period in 
human history, asserted the Right Rev 
James E. Freeman, Bishop of Washing- 
ton, at the people’s evensong in Beth- 
lehem Chapel of Washington Cathedrai 
yesterday afternoon. “The tragedy of 


ithe twentieth century,” continued the 


bishop,’“is that not even the children 
are satisfied, but, like their elders, 
search for the novel and strange new 
means of self-expression.” 

Bishop Freeman attacked the worship 
of new and novel domestic systems 
“which strike at the very foundations 
of domestic and social peace,” he de- 
clared. These new systems form an at- 
tack, according to the bishop, upon the 
cherished ideals of womankind greater 
than any other witnessed in the twenty 
centuries of Christianity. 

Worship of the god of personal lib- 
erty was also decried by Bishop Free- 
man, who stated that the present chief 
occupation of the nation was the cir- 
cumvention of the law. He urged law 
observance as a part of good citizenship 
and called upow American parents to 
protect their children and homes from 
the vices of this “strange era.” —

The site, facing the Canadian govern- 
ment parliament buildings and adjoin- 
ing the Rideau Club on Wellington 
street, is considered one of the best 
in the Canadian capital. While the 
price to be paid was not divulged. it 
is known to run into six figures fo: 
the approximately 6,000 square feet 
involved 

Under the purchase agreement pres- 
ent lessees of the buildings on the site 
will have eight months in which to 
vacate. The present buildings then 
Will have to be razed and as the bulld- 
ing operations intended can not be 
conducted in Ottawa during the winte 
months it is HMkely that construction 
will not begin until the spring of 1929 
Plans for the building have not yet 
been drawn, but it will be of the office 
type and thoroughly modern. It wil! 
furnish space not only for the legation 
but for all other activities of the United 
States Government in Ottawa.

The final agreement on 
American Union covenant, around 
which so much discussion had raged 
while Dr. Pueyrredon maintained his 
tariff demands, caused great satisfac- 
tion in all circles. In practice the con- 
vention wil] not affect vitally either 
the operation or internal organization 
of the union excepting that the coun- 
tries will be allowed to have spectal 
representatives on the governing board 
instead of diplomats regularly ac- 
credited to Washington. 


Treaties Are Concluded. 


The committee on public interna- 
tional law has to its credit perhaps the 
greatest work accomplished. Treaties 
have been concluded regulating the 
status of aliens abroad and‘ placing 
them on the same footing as nationals, 
stipulating the rights and duties of 
diplomats and consuls, and providing 
room for international cooperation for 
the suppression and prevention of revo- 
lutions in each others territory. 

Formal reservation was entered by 
the United States on the treaty estab- 
lishing the right of asylum, on the 
ground that traditional American policy 
refuses to allow its embassies and con- 
sulates to be used as places of refuge 
by other nationals.

A Pan-American 
railway, better river navigation, im- 
proved cable, telegraph and radio com- 
munications also were utstanding 
among the recommendations. 

Reports of the committee on intellec- 
tual cooperation adopted included rec- 
ommendations for the protection of the 
rights of authors and artists, the pen- 
sioning of journalists, prohibition of 
publication or communication of false 
or exaggerated news relating to any 
American country. 

Aspects of American immigration and 
emigration problems were touched upon 
but the subject was referred to the 
international immigration conference 
meeting here next month 

The first constructive conclusion to- 
ward codification of private interna- 
tional law was reachéd at tle confer- 
ence. The Bustamente code deals with 
the juridical status of persons, mar- 
riage and divorce, commercial legisla- 
ture and other phases of national law. 
Although the United States declined 
t participate in any convention 9n 
private international law and despite 
the fact that every country registered 
rumerous reservations, adoption of the 
code was considered a marked advance 
in the development of international co- 
operation looking toward the solution 
of juridical problems 

Delegates to the congress today turned 
their individual attention to other mat- 
ters, in contrast to the plenary sessions 
of yesterday, which, with accomplish- 
ment and turmoil. had lasted until 
President Bustamente finally called a 
halt in the late evening.

Candidates may file in the Wisconsin 
primary through voters’ petitions and 
without formal declarations by them- 
selves and circulation of the petitions 
has been authorized in that State. The 
Missourlan is said to be planning a 
stop in Wisconsin in returning from 
the Pacific Coast in March. 


Looks to Two Other States, 


Mr. Meriwether revealed today that 
the senator’s candidacy also may be 
pressed in North Dakota and Michigan, 
where filing dates for the primary close 
on March 1. In each instance entry 
may be made by voters’ petition.. The 
North Dakota primary falls on March 
20, the first one, except that in New 
Hampshire, where Mr, Reed is not ex- 
pected to contest. 

“The party is looking for leadership,” 
Mr. Meriwether said in a statement is- 
sued here, “and the mere announce- 
ment that Senator Reed is going 
throug the West is rallying forces about 
him. The West has been restive and 
it is finding its leader in the Missour!

e Representative Zihiman, chairman of the 
District committee of the House, Will ask for 
hearings immediately upon his bill providing 
for an impartial inquiry into the fiscal rela- 
‘tions between the Federal and District govern- 
‘ments. The District appropriation bill re- 
‘ported last week provides that the Federal 
Atovernment shall contribute a lump sum ‘of 
$9,000,000 toward the cost of operating the 
District government, which will be in the 
meighborhood of $40,000,000 during the next 
Ziscal year. There is hope that the Senate will 
‘trike out this lump sum and substitute the 
rule of proportionate contributions, with 40 per 
“ent as the Government's share. But since 
Congress for several years has ignored the law 
that establishes the 60-40 ratio, there is no as- 
#uranhce that this year will mark a return to 
the law. 

Whatever may be the decision of Congress 
on the pending bill, the Zihlman inquiry should 
be ordered. No one knows what is the just pro- 
‘portion that should be paid by the general gov- 
‘ernment toward the upkeep of this District. 
‘Taxpayers are willing to pay their share of the 
cost, but they do not know what this share is; 
‘end when they see the District bill mounting 
each year, with the Government’s contribution 
femaining stationary at $9,000,000, they feel 
ghat Congress is laying an unfair burden upon 
them. As the District is growing, the Govern- 
Yeent’s contribution should grow also if it ‘g to 
de a fixed sum. 

* The withdrawal of property from taxatiou as 
dt is acquired by the Government for its build- 
ing program also tends to increase the burden 
laid upon the local taxpayer. Where is the 
dine to be drawn? Is the Government to take 
ver huge areas of property, exempt it from 
Zaxation, and then refuse to pay a proper pro- 
portion of the cost of maintaining the District 
bf Columbia? That is what a group of House 
members are attempting to do. They seek to 
fustify their attempt by asserting that District 
property-holders try to overcharge the Govern- 
ment for real estate, and also that local tax- 
payers are not paying as high taxes as those 
of other comparable cities. Neither of these 
assertions is true. The Government is fully 
protected against extortionate prices by the 
_pondemnation process. Local taxpayers are 
* Daying heavier taxes than those paid by tax- 
Payers of most of the American cities, as can 
be readily ascertained. The Government’s prop- 
érty here is fully served by the fire, water, 
Gewer, police and other municipal systems. If 
the Government were to pay taxes upon its local 
property the sum would run into many 
millions, 
x The only equitable method of taxation in 
Washington is by fixing the proportion to be 
borne by the Government and the taxpayers. 
This proportion, once fixed, would always be 
just and equitable, and would meet all future 
growth without friction. When the 50-50 ratio 
was established in the ’70s the proportion of 
Government-owned tax-exempt property in the 
District was much less than it is now; yet the 
legislators of those days agreed that the half- 
and-halt rule was equitable, It was acceptable 
to both sides until a few years ago. It should 
mot have been disturbed. But now that the 
Question has been raised, a thorough study 
should be made by impartial authority, to 
ascertain just what shares of the burden of 
taxation should be. borne by the Government 
and by the taxpayers of.the District. - -

PANAMA CANAL CAPACITY. 


Legislation vital to the future of the 
Panama Canal, if the isthmian waterway is 
to meet the demands of commerce, is con- 
tained in the present War Department ap- 
propriation: bill. The measure includes an 
item of $250,000, for beginning work on a 
dam across the Chagres River at: Alhajuela, 
The project will eventually cost $12,000,000 
and will take five years to complete, circum- 
stances that make immediate action impera- 
tive. if the canal is to keep up with the de- 
‘mands that are being put upon it. 

The Panama Canal is dependent upon 
the Chagres River for the water necessary to 
operate it within the locks. A natural reser- 
voir was formed at the time the waterway 
was built by the creation of Gatun Lake, It 
is necessary in the tropical climate to store up 
‘sufficient water in the rainy season of four 
months to. last through the eight months of 
the dry season, In the original plans a mar- 
gin of 7 feet was allowed between maximum 
high water in Gatun Lake and the minimum 
under which Gaillard cut could be success- 
fully navigated. This was thought at the 
time to be an ample safeguard. No one antici- 
pated the rate of growth that canal traffic 
has enjoyed. 

Any deviation of rainfall below the yearly 
average at the present time might bring 
serious consequences to the operation of the 
tanal; nor can it be enlarged without pro- 
vision for a greater reserve of water, The 
dam at Alhajuela will, it is estimated, form 
a 22-mile reservoir providing for the stcrage 
of 22,000,000,000 cubic feet of water, The 
dam could be used also to contro! the 
Chagres River, which in flood stage presents 
a dangerous problem to the canal authorities. 

It certainly would not be well for Con- 
gress to neglect improvement of the canal 
up to present and future capacity, The 
waterway is one of the most profitable in- 
vestments that this nation has ever made, 
both financially and as a means of quickening 
trade. Congress should look ahead to the 
day when shipping passing through it will 
be doubled and trebled. 


THE HOUSE OF DETENTION. 

The plan of the District Commissioners to 
locate the House of Detention in a building 
directly south of the Capitol has created a 
miniature riot among members of Congress. 
It appears that the owner of an unfinished 
apartment house prevailed upon the Commis- 
sioners to take ‘the structure: over for the use 
of the Police Department, 

Chairman Madden, of the appropriations 
committee and Mr. Tilson, the Republican 
leader, when asked if they had objections to 
the use of the building as a ‘“‘jail’’ replied that 
they personally did not object, and the Com- 
missioners were preparing to. enter into a 
lease for the “‘temporary use’’ of the property 
when the storm broke. It has been suggested 
that the time may come when Congress may 
need a jail for the accommodation of recalci- 
trant witnesses, but the members are not 
anxious to hare the penal institution staring 
them in the face. | 

So loud and 80 emphatic were the criticisms 
of the action of the Commissioners that the 
committee on appropriations reached the con- 
clusion that having authorized the expendi- 
ture of many thousands of dollars for the im- 
provement of the grounds around the Capi- 
tol, it will be unwise to permit the estab- 
lishment of a prison so close to the halls of 
legislation, As a result the committee has 
directed that the Commissioners be advised 
that their plans have been vetoed. 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 


’ High rates of wages offered to women in 
industrial occupations, in comparison with 
what they might obtain in other lines of en- 
deavor, are bringing about an increase of such 
workers. Automatic machinery offers an ad- 
vantage to women workers, as it tends to 
lighten the burden and makes it safer. Women 
are capable of taking charge of many mechan- 
ical processes and operations. During the 
World War, feminine capability for doing cer- 
tain branches of industrial work was demon- 
strated. Since that time the number of wumen 
industrial workers has been greatly increased. 

In Binghamton, N. Y., with a population of 
about 67,000, of whom 25,000 are wage 
earners, nearly one-third of the wage earners 
are women and 45.5 per cent of them are 
married, according to a survey. by the New 
York State department of labor. Among the 
women engaged in strictly manufacturing 
operations in that city, 60.9 per cent are 
married. 

The- National Industrial Conference Board 
carried the ‘survey a step farther, disclosing 
that in all cities of the United States with a 
population between 25,000 and 100,000, 23 
per cent:'of the women workers are married: 

The median annual wage of single women 
workers in Binghamton industries is $855.68, 
while that of the married women js $877.12. 
Because the work is attractive, and the ‘supply 
plentiful in many districts, it is an easy mat- 
ter for married women to increase the family 
income or to become self-supporting.

COMMEMORATION OF THE GREAT. 


The mansion in Piccadilly, London, known 
as Albany, from Frederick Duke of York and 
Albany, who at one, time owned it, was con- 
verted into suites of chambers in the early part 
of the nineteenth century, and from that time 
to this it has rarely been without some dis- 
tinguished occupants.

WINDSHIELD STICKERS, 

Windshield stickers have been barred 
by Pennsylvania law, says the New 
Castle Courier. The driv-r who peers 
out through a flock of bathing beauties 
or from behind a couple of safe driving 
posters or a pattern of stripes is taking 
chances to which the rest of traffic 
should not be exposed. The wind- 
shield of a car is no place for advertis- 
ing or for display of decoration.

A sticker as big as a man’s 
hand will completely hide a pedestrian 
af close range and a car a few yards 
away. It is simply adding to the risks 
of motoring. The rear window of a 
car is about as important a-means of 
vision, with the customary inside 
mirror set to keep the driver informed 
of what is on the road immediately 
behind him. Every sticker pasted on 
a rear window is an obstruction to the 
driver’s clear view to the rear. Careful 
drivers frequently use both the inside 


mirror and another outside the car 


body on the left, giving a special view 
of any car attempting to pass from the 
rear. The motor car sticker is out of 
place on glass, no matter where. If a 
man wants to turn his car into a bill- 
board or display his ideas of bathing 
girls or safe driving, the only safe 
spaces to do his motor bill posting are 
on the parts of the car that have noth- 
ing to do with vision.

Printing Office Employes. 

To the Editor of The Post-——Sir: Please 
allow me to take exceptions at a part 
of your editorial of The Post.

Saturday Half Holidays. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: No 
new act of Congress is necessary to 
make Saturdays after 12 o’clock noon 
legal holidays in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

By referring to the code of law for 
the District of Columbia amended June 
7, 1924, page 396, you will find that 
Saturday after 12 o’clock noon is R 
legal holiday for all purposes. (Case of 
Ocumpaugh against North, 24 D. C. App. 
296; 38 L. R. 655 is cited.) 

The act of March 15, 1898, fixing the 
working hours for the civil service em- 
ployes in the District of Columbia is 
not discretionary but mandatory, and 
can not be repealed by nonobservance. 
By referring to R. S., vol. 30, page 316, 
section 7, of the above-cited act it will 
be seen that all legal holidays are ex- 
cepted and contains the following pro- 
viso: “That the heads of departments 
may, by special order, stating their rea- 
sons, further extend the hours of any 


clerk or employe in their department. , 


respectively.” 

At the time this act was passed Sat- 
urday afternoon was not a legal holiday 
in the District of Columbia. 

Why not repeal the present law and 
permit the national banks to keep open 
and continue business after 12 o’clock 
noon on Saturdays?

Loss Must Not Go On! 


AST week, in another city, a five-year- 
old lad, intent on delivering a valentine, 
darted into the path of an automobile 
and was killed. If this were but a Sin- 

gle isolated case it would not be quite so seri- 
ous. But accidents of this kind are being dupli- 
cated in other cities every week. The number 
of innocent little children that are killed each 
year on our streets and highways is appalling. 
Only through concerted community-wide effort 
and constant vigilance on the part of every in- 
dividual can we effectively cope with the situa- 
tion and at least reduce the number of fatal 
accidents to children. 


Rarely is the child wholly to blame. Their little 
brains can not be expected to be ever alert to 
the dangers at hand when absorbed with the 
thought of some immediate objective. And sel- 
dom is the driver of the motor vehicle to blame 
when.a child suddenly darts in front of his ve- 
hicle without warning. 


The responsibility really rests on both as well 
as the parents of the child. Motor vehicle 
drivers must slow down when approaching or 
passing’ a section where there is a child or chil- 
dren even though they are on the sidewalk. 
You never know what thought may suddenly 


take possession of a child, making him oblivious 
to his surroundings. So, in order to avoid the 
possibility of accident, keep. your motor vehicle 
under such complete control that you can stop 
instantly if necessary. 


Children can be taught caution—to be careful 
and always on guard when crossing a street or 
highway just the same and as easily as they are 
taught to walk—so that it becomes second na- 
ture with them. This responsibility rests with 
the parents of young children—the schools in 
most cities are doing their 

part to educate the older

The only potnt in connection with 
the scoring which has not been covered 
in the last two articles is the scoring 
of the bonus for winning a rubber or, 
when playing Duplicate or Progressive, 
for winnitig a game in one hand. 

When there is more than one table 
in play, Dyplicate or Progressive meth» 
ods are freyuently used; and in Dupll- 
cate or Progressive play, rubbers are 
not counted, not because the rubber 
method of play is not the most con- 
clusive and satisfactory, but because 
rubbers are not adapted to a game wth 
a number of tables. In Duplicate and 
Progressive a bonus of 125 points is 
allowed to the side that makes game 
in one hand. Partial scores made in 
a previous hand, while counting to- 
ward the grand total, donot count to- 
ward game in a succeeding hand; so 
that a player who made two No Trumps 
on each of two succeeding hands would 
not be entitled to a game-bonus of 125 
in either Progressive or Duplicate; but 
he would be entitled to a game if he 
were playing rubbers because, as was

The exact difference is not necessar- 
ily, carried forward on the total sheet 
in either form of game. When play- 
ing Duplicate or Progressive it ig cus- 
tomary to figure to the nearest ten; 
for example, any score {rmo 75 to 84 
would count as 80; any from 85 to 94 
as 90.

Under the guidance of Manager Mark 
Gates, we slipped through the cleverly 
concealed secret trap-door at 1:05"p. m. 
Saturday afternoon, and after thread- 
ing our way cautiously through 4a 
labyrinth of tortuous tunnels and baf- 


fling subterranean passageways, emerged 
finally at something after 2 o’clock in- 
side the walls of Loew's Columbia Thea- 
ter on the fringe of a packed house— 
which was pretty good, what with the 
surging mobs trying to get in to see 
Charlie Chaplin’s first feature-comedy 
in two years, and one thing and an- 
other. So, by dint of this great physi- 
cal hardship, I am enabled to report 
sane “The Circus” is a very funny pic- 
ure. 

I will not take sides with Richard 
Watts, jr.. of the New York Herald- 
Tribune, or Robert E. Sherwood, of 
Life, or the other metropolitan experts 
who have catalogued “The Circus” as 
Charlie’s funniest picture, because I 
have not seen them all, but 1 will make 
so bold as to rank this latest Chaplin 
opus among the most amusing of his 
that I have seen. And come to think 
of it, I believe “The Gold Rush” is the 
only one I have missed. 

In “The Circus” Chaplin has suc- 
ceeded in supplying himself with a 
vehicle that furnishes opportunity for 
a bit of pathos as well as the familiar 
low-clowning which made him famous. 
As the hobo who couldn’t be funny by 
rote, but who was a panic when left to 
the devices of his own unconscious hu- 
mor, Charlie permits himself the luxury 
of falling in love with the tron-fisted 
circus owner's daughter and then sur- 
rendering her to the greater happiness 
which he feels she could be afforded 
by the handsome tight-rope walker who 
Joined the show after his own infatua- 
tion was complete. That, in short, is the 
plot—enough to give a _ substantial 
foundation to all the absurdities with 
which the author-director-star has 
packed his action, 

The circus, of course, is a perfect 
background for the Chaplin burlesquery, 
Any sort of “gag” may be introduced 
with entire appropriateness, and of this 
latitude the star has taken full advan- 
tage. To me, his funniest bit is when 
he is on the tight rope high above his 
audience in the big top, substituting 
for his rival, secure in the belief that 
he is being supported by an invisible 
wire, when as a matter of fact that re- 
assuring contraption has been nonop- 
erative for full minutes. Another 
screaming episode is that in the lion’s 
cage, Immediately followed by a mo- 
ment of exqutsite fright occasioned by 
a tiny black kitten! 

But to attempt to outline all of the 
laughable “business” in thig one is out 
of the question. It ts a typical Chaplin 
hit, fast-moving and wholly devoid of 
those questionable touches which have 
put a damper on many of Charlie's ef- 
forts in the past.
